CLEV ELA ND A ND HILL. 


The friends of Gov. Hill could not have 
been gratified with the figure cut by him a 
the Cleveland banquet last Monday evening 
H e suffered more than usual on occasions of 
publicly exhibiting himself, because the op 
portunity for contrast with Cleveland, of 
whom he pretends to be a rival, was excel 
lent, and the contrast itself was sharply 
drawn. 
Cleveland was not au ideal Presi 
dent, neither has he ever proved the posses 
siou of statesmanlike qualities. 
But owing 
to the accidents of politics he and Hill are di 
viding the attention of their party . 
At the 
banquet the ey es of the natiou were fixed 
upon them, and the occasion was a fit one for 
a decision upon their respective merits. 
Mr. Cleveland’s speech was uttered by 
man who had felt the responsibilities and 
learned the amenities of public life. 
It was 
temperate, dignified and courteous. 
Hill’s 
on 
the 
other 
hand 
was 
flippant 
vulgar, 
and 
tinctured 
in 
spots 
with disgusting blackguardism and false­ 
hood. 
The people of the country had seen 
him at the Centennial, and were surprised at 
his lack of culture and breeding, but they 
did not learn there the depths of meanness to 
which he could desrrend, the low-down in 
stinets of this mushroom politician. 
They 


know him now, and it is safe to say that no 
party will ever dare to bring him before them 
as a candidate. 
He has fallen from the lofty 
pedestal of public opinion to which success 
had elevated him, and there is going to be no 
opportunity for him to clim b back before 
18 9 2. 
But on no occasion since he appeared in 
public life did Mr. Cleveland acquit himself 
with more courtesy and grace than at thi 
banquet given in his honor. True, he “ talked 
politics,” and made allusions to facts that 
have left to him a bitter memory , but no un­ 
kind or unpleasant word escaped his lips.

had not been whipped. 
The Democratic 
party knows very little about principle and 
cares nothing for patriotism, but it does want 
a man whom it can set up as a fetich and 
worship. 
It finds such a man in Cleveland.

Cleveland at a

Cleveland steps to the front as the leader 
because be shows a better manhood than 
H ill. 
Very little bey ond this is sought for 
lie is admired because he has dared to de­ 
clare for the very principle that floored him 
in 18 8 8 . though the mob knows and care3 no 
more for this principle than it does for the 
Pla tonic philosophy .

JFrom the Albany Express, May 28.] 
President Cleveland’s speech last night at 
the dinner in his honor was not brilliant, but 
it was at least dignified. 
Governor Hill, on the contrary , made use 
of the great occasion by showing himself to 
be one of the smallest minded men now be 
fore the public. 
As was to be expected, he 
disgraced himself and his high office by sav 
ing things which might have come fittingly 
from the lips of a Democratic ward boss. No 
one could object to his praising the Demo 
cratic party tor possessing all the virtues ii 
which every one knows it has been preemi 
nently lacking; for it is all right to say 
pleasant things about the dead when y ou are 
attending the wake. 
No one could mind 
very much when Hid gave his party credit 
for having put down the reliellion, restored 
specie pay ment, and having done a lot of 
other meritorious things which the Republi 
caus accomplished in spite of bitter opposi­ 
tion from the Democrats; lor those things 
were evidently said without the idea that 
any one would believe it. 
But the Governor showed what a “ peanut” 
politician is when he made a most undigni­ 
fied attack upon the national administration. 
It never occurred to him to criticise President 
Harrison’s course upon matters of public 
policy ; for Hill is apparently incapable of 
considering public policy when his private in 
terests are concerned. 
The criticisms upon 
Harrison were that bis privave secretary was 
“ a native born Englishman; ” that he bought 
some of Lord .Sackville's wines; that he di 
charged some of the White House servant 
and that the President has bestowed offices 
upon “ his sisters and his cousins and his 
aunts.” 
This smallness is unspeakably disgusting. 
We can conceive of a man of I). B. Hill’s 
slight sense of propriety say ing such a thing 
in the heat of the moment; but these words, 
incredible as it may seem, were written out 
in cold blood, printed, revised, and be*fore the 
linner sent to the newspapers for publication 
this morning—by a man who hopes some day 
to be President. 
It is bad enough to have a Governor who 
daily disgraces the state by - thought, \v91d 
ind deed, but to have a President who, like 
1). B. Hill, on public occasions would talk 
such politics as y ou might expect from a 
cheap stump speaker in a bar-room, is more 
ban this country ever has or we trust ever 
will endure.

CARDINAL GIBBONS FOR H IGH LICENSE. 


l i e K cg ar« l*[it as a M ini E fficient M e a ns to 
C h ec k th e V ice o t D rink ing — I’r o h ib itio n

B al t im or e , May 28 .—Cardinal Gibbons is 
an earnest advocate of high license. He said: 
' I am decidedly opposed to prohibition as a 
means of preventing intemperance, because 
t does not prohibit. 
Experience lias shown 
those states where prohibition has been 
tried that it is not an effective means of pre- 
enting the vice of drinking. 
There ¡ire 
many way s of evading the laws, and often 
the law officers connive at the evasions. 
Pro­ 
hibition is to be discouraged also because it 
onfounds the drunkard with those who use 
liquor in moderation, making out a sin where 
there is no sin. 
The only places where pro­ 
hibition might he enforced are thickly set­ 
tled country districts. 
I am very strongly 
in favor of high license as a means of check­ 
ing intemperance. 
I regard high license, 
ith moral sanction, as the most efficient way 
of diminishing the drinking vice. 
In order to make high license effectual, 
only - a limited number of licenses should he 
issued for each ward, and they should be 
given only to persons of good reputation, 
men who stand before the community moral 
and upright, and owners of property . 
The 
licenses should be accompanied with strict 
gislation, and the violation of laws respect­ 
ing these licenses should he severely pun 
ished. 
Among the punishments should be 
the withdrawal of license, never to be re­ 
stored, to the one who violates the law. 
“ I ara in favor ot a severe police Sunday 
law prohibiting the sale of liquors on Sun 
day s, and would have that law rigidly on 
forced. 
The saloon-keepers in Baltimore 
say that they sell more liquor on Sunday 
than on any other day . 
This is a cry ing 
shame, and somebody is responsible for this 
state of things. 
The keeping of taverns and 
saloons open on Sunday s leads to many had 
consequences. 
The man who frequents the 
saloon is not likely to attend church, nor is 
he in condition to worship. 
Drunkenness 
whilst alway s sinful, is an aggravated crime 
when committed on Sunday . 
It is scanda­ 
lous, and leads to the violation of other laws. 
More crime can be traced to intemperance 
than to any other source. 
It is useless to 
make the most stringent laws for the observ­ 
ance of Sunday and the prevention of the 
sale of liquors on that day , unless the police 
are brought to enforce the laws. 
The indif­ 
ference shown to Sunday laws and the neg­ 
lect to enforce them brings those laws into 
contempt. 
Either enforce Sunday laws, or 
take the liquor licenses away .”

hibition is to be discouraged also because it 
confounds the d ru n k a rd w ith those w ho use 
liquor in m oderation, m aking out a sin w here 
there is no sin. 
T h e only places w here p ro ­ 
hibition m ight lie enforced are th ick ly set­ 
tled co u n try districts. 
I am very strongly 
in favor o f high license us a m eans of fin e k ­ 
ing intem perance. 
I regard high license, 
w ith m oral sanction, as the m oat efficient way 
o f d im inishing the d rin k in g vice. 
" In o rd er to m ake high license effectual, 
only a lim ited num U -r of licenses should tic 
issued for each w ard , and they sh o u ld be 
giveu only to persons of good reputation, 
m en w ho stand liefore th e co m m u n ity m oral 
anti u p rig h t, and ow ners of p ro p erty . 
T he 
license* should be accom panied w ith strict 
legislation, and the violation o f law s resjHet- 
ing these licenses should Is- seven Iv p u n ­ 
ished. 
A m ong the punishm ents should be 
the w ithdraw al o f license, never to be re­ 
stored, to the one w ho violates lite law. 
" I am in favor ot a severe police S unday 
law p ro h ib itin g th e sale o f liquors on S un 
days. and w ould have that law rigidly en ­ 
forced. 
T h e saloon keeper* in B altim ore 
say th at they sell m ore liq u o r on Sunday 
th a n on so y oilier day. 
T h is i* a crying 
sham e, an d soinctiody is responsible for thin 
stntc o f tilings. 
T h e keeping o f taverns aud 
saloons ofs n on S undays leads to m any bud 
consequences. 
T h e m an w ho frequents Ute 
sab sin is not likely to atten d ch u rc h , nor is 
he iii condition to w orship. 
D runkenness 
w hilst alw ays sin fu l, is an ag g rav ated crim e 
w hen com m itted on S unday. 
It is scan d a­ 
lous, and leads to the violation of o th er laws. 
M ore crim e can Ix* tracial to intem perance 
than to any o th er source. 
It Is useless to 
m ake the m ost strin g en t law s fo r the observ­ 
ance of S un d ay and the prevention a f the 
sale o f liquors on th at day, unless th e police 
nre brought to enforce the laws.

CLEVELAND AND HILL. 


T he friends of Gov. Hill could not have 
been gratified with the figure cut by him at 
the Cleveland banquet last Monday evening. 
He suffered more than usual on occasions of 
publicly exhibiting himself, because the op­ 
portunity for contrast w ith Cleveland, of 
whom he pretends to be a rival, was excel­ 
lent, and the contrast itself was sharply 
drawn. 
Cleveland was not an ideal Presi­ 
dent, neither has he ever proved the posses­ 
sion of statesmanlike qualities. 
But owing 
to the accidents of politics he and Hill are d i­ 
viding the attention of their party. 
At the 
banquet the eyes of the nation were fixed 
upon them, and the occasion was a fit one for 
a decision upon their respective merits. 
Mr. Cleveland’s speech was uttered by a 
man who had felt the responsibilities and 
learned the amenities of public life. 
It was 
temperate, dignified and courteous. 
Hill's 
on 
the 
other 
hand 
was 
flippant, 
vulgar, 
and 
tinctured 
in 
spots 
with disgusting blackguardism and false­ 
hood. 
The people of the country had seen 
him at the Centennial, and were surprised at 
his lack of culture and breeding, but they 
did not learn there the depths of meanness to 
which he could descend, the low-down in ­ 
stincts of this mushroom politician. 
They 
know him now, and it is safe to say that no 
party will ever dare to bring him before them 
as a candidate. 
He has fallen from the lofty 
pedestal of public opinion to which success 
had elevated him, and there is going to be no 
opportunity for him to climb back before 
1892. 
But on no occasion since he appeared in 
public life did Mr. Cleveland acquit himself 
with more courtesy and grace than at this 
banquet given in his honor. True, he “ talked 
politics,” and made allusions to facts that 
have left to him a bitter memory, but no u n ­ 
kind or unpleasant word escaped his lips. 
This 
conduct 
m ight 
indeed 
not 
have 
great 
weight w ith 
the 
rank 
and 
file 
of the Democracy, but it certainly did him 
no harm even with them , while it elevated 
him in the opinion of all who believe in de­ 
cency. 
He demonstrated to the country that 
a man could be a Democratic politician and 
yet a gentleman, though David B. Hill was 
there to controvert the truth of this. 
And 
•we believe that this is to count in his favor. 
But Irevond this Mr. Cleveland furnished 
his party with a new keynote, which may be 
expressed in the words, “ Jacksonian cour 
age.” 
He spoke as the self-conscious leader 
of the party, and as one who expected to be 
its candidate again. 
He had no regrets for 
past errors that had brought him and his 
party to defeat, but bravely took his position 
again on the platform of “ ballot reform ,” 
the synonym of which is “ free trade.” Now 
there is nothing which the elements that com ­ 
pose the Democratic party admire so much as 
courage. 
They like a man who stands by his 
guus, a “ never-say die ” sort of man. 
They 
had had no leader who could do this since 
Jackson until Cleveland arose. 
Here is a 
man who can tram ple upon defeats, and 
upon what other men are calling mistakes, 
and flinging the old party flag to the breeze, 
m arch forth as valiantily again as though he 
had not been whipped. 
The Democratic 
party knows very little about principle and 
cares nothing for patriotism, but it does want 
a man whom it can set up as a fetich and 
worship. 
It finds such a man in Cleveland. 
IBs very faults—chiefly the faults of ap­ 
petite und 
passion—commend 
him more 
warmly to their affections. 
Cleveland at a 
saloon bar, drinking beer and “ setting it up 
for the boys,” is infinitely a higher object of 
Democratic adoration than Hill w riting high 
license vetoes that are paid for by the brew­ 
ers and saloon men, and then boasting in 
public of his abstemious habits. 
Cleveland steps to the front as the leader 
because be shows a better manhood than 
Hill. 
Very little beyond this is sought for. 
He is admired because he has dared to de 
clare for the very principle that floored him 
in 1888, though the mob knows and cares no 
more for this principle than it does for the 
Platonic philosophy. 
It would not make a 
difference of a hundred votes whether the 
platform declared for free trade or protection, 
but that difference would run up into the 
hundred thousand if a sneaking, shifty, low 
down politician were preferred to a manly 
man. 
The spirits that made kings of giants 
aud warriors still dom inates the Democracy 


ESCAPE OF A SCOUNDREL. 


Politics sufficed to save Lester B. Faulkner 
from state prison on the first trial “ by the 
skin of his teeth.” The Rochester Union 
and Advertiser, a Democratic paper but one 
which does not sympathize with crime, ascer 
tains “ that from the first thejury stood eleveu 
for conviction to one for acquittal, although 
upon some ballots the vote varied two or 
three. 
The one who from first to last refused 
to concur with the eleven is reported to be 
Charles Goetzman of Webster, who repre­ 
sented that town one or two terms in the 
Board of Supervisors.” This Goetzman is a 
Democrat, and went upon the jury with his 
mind made up. 
A fellow juryman states 
that before the trial Goetzman informed him 
that there was going to be trouble, and that 
Faulkner could not be convicted. The Union 
and Advertiser regrets that there has been “ a 
miscarriage of iustice,” and Judge Coxe also 
declared in discharging the jury that their 
disagreement was a disappointment to him 
But Faulkner will be put on trial again in a 
few weeks, and pains will undoubtedly be 
taken to purge the jury of political influence. 
The principle is not yet established in New 
York that a Democratic rascal is exempt 
from the penalties of the law. 


THE GOVERNOR HISSED. 


We learn from the New York Tribune 
that Gov. Hill was hissed, actually hissed— 
and hissed too by Democrats—at the Cleve­ 
land banquet. The incident occurred after 
midnight, when most of the reporters had 
gone away, and too late to appear in the pa­ 
pers of yesterday morning. 
The guests en­ 
dured bis blackguard assaults upon the Presi­ 
dent, though they were unfit for the ears of 
any gentleman—they endured the repeated 
insults to Mr. Cleveland, in the shape of re­ 
minders that he was responsible for the 
party’s defeat last fall, and that himself, the 
great David, had been elected over his head. 
These things were patiently borne. 
But 
when he came to defend his vetoes of high 
1 Ícense and ballot reform measures, a storm 


of hisses came from all parts of the room ,and 
was particularly noticeable in the quarter 
where a num ber of members of the Young 
Men’s Democratic Club sat together. 
F or a 
moment it threatened to cause an uproar, but 
the friends of the Governor rallied, and re­ 
inforced by men who realized what the polit­ 
ical effect would l»c, succeeded in drow ning 
the sibilant noise with cheers. 
In a little 
while he referred to the temperance question, 
and then the hisses broke forth again. 
T he 
Tribune says nobody was surprised when the 
Governor took the first train yesterday m orn­ 
ing for Albany. 
It was a Democratic crowd, it w-ill be re­ 
membered, that burned the Governor in effigy 
at Binghamton a few weeks ago, a Demo­ 
cratic orator and party worker applying the 
mutch. 


H IL L ’S IN D EC EN C Y . 


A n A lb a n y i’» p e r C alls H im to A c c o u n t— 
T h e B la c k g u a r d is m D e lib e ra te . 
.¡From the Albany Express, May 88.] 
I President Cleveland’s speech last night at 
the dinuer in his honor was not brilliant, but 
it was at least dignified. 
Governor Hill, on the contrary, made use 
of the great occasion by showing him self to 
be one of the smallest minded men now 
Ini- 
fore the public. 
As was to lie expected, be 
disgraced himself and his high office by say 
ing things which m ight have come fittingly 
from the lips of a Democratic ward boss. No 
one could object to his praising the Demo­ 
cratic party tor possessing all the virtues in 
which every one knows it has been preem i­ 
nently lacking; for it is all right to say 
pleasant things about the dead when you are 
attending the wake. 
No one could mind 
very much when H id gave his party credit 
for having put down the rebellion, restored 
specie payment, and having done a lot of 
other meritorious things which the R epubli­ 
cans accomplished in spite of bitter opposi­ 
tion from the Democrats; lor those things 
were evidently said without the idea that 
anyone would believe it. 
But the Governor showed what a “ peanut” 
politician is when he made a most undigni­ 
fied attack upon the national administration. 
It never occurred to him to criticise President 
Harrison’s course upon matters of public 
policy; for Hill is apparently incapable of 
considering public policy w hen his private in­ 
terests are concerned. 
The criticisms upon 
Harrison were that bis privave secretary was 
“ a native born Englishm an; ” that he bought 
some of Lord Snckvilie's wines; that be dis­ 
charged some of the W hite House servants; 
aud that the President has bestowed offices 
upon “ his sisters aud his cousins and liis 
aunts.” 
This smallness is unspeakably disgusting. 
We can conceive of a man of I). B. H ill’s 
slight sense of propriety- saying such a thing 
in the heat of the moment; but these words, 
incredible as it may seem, were written out 
in cold blood, printed, revised, and before the 
dinuer sent to the newspapers for publication 
this morning—by a man who hopes some day 
to be President. 
It is bad enough to have a Governor who 
daily disgraces the state by thought, wprd 
and deed, but to have a President who, like 
1). B. Hill, on public occasions would talk 
such politics as you m ight expect from a 
cheap stump speaker in a bar room, is more 
than this country ever has or we trust ever 
will endure. 


C A R D IN A L G IB B O NS FO R HIGH L IC E N SE . 


H e li e s a r d s jit a s a M ost Elite Sent M e a n s to 
C h ec k th e V ice of D rin k in g — P ro h ib itio n 
D o esn ’t P ro h ib it. 
B a l t im o r e , May 2 8 .—Cardinal Gibbons is 
an earnest advocate of high license. He said: 
“ I am decidedly opposed to prohibition as a 
means of preventing intemperance, because 
it does not prohibit. 
Experience has shown 
in those states where prohibition lias been 
tried that it is not an effective means of pre­ 
venting the vice of drinking. 
There are 
many ways of evading the laws, and often 
the law officers connive at the evasions. 
Pro­ 
hibition is to be discouraged also because it 
confounds the drunkard with those who use 
liquor in moderation, making out a sin where 
there is no sin. 
T he only places where pro­ 
hibition might he enforced are thickly set­ 
tled country districts. 
I am very strongly 
in favor of high license as a means of check­ 
ing intemperance. 
I regard high license, 
with moral sanction, as the most efficient way 
of diminishing the drinking vice. 
“ In order to make high license effectual, 
only a limited numlier of licenses should be 
issued for each ward, and they .should be 
given only to persons of good reputation, 
men who stand before the community moral 
and upright, and owners of property. 
The 
licenses should he accompanied with strict 
legislation, and the violation of laws respect­ 
ing these licenses should he severely pun­ 
ished. 
Among the punishments should be 
the withdrawal of license, never to be re­ 
stored, to the one who violates the law. 
“ I am in favor ot a severe police Sunday 
law prohibiting the sale of liquors on Sun­ 
days, and would have that law rigidly en­ 
forced. 
The saloon-keepers in Baltim ore 
say that they sell more liquor on Suuday 
than on any other day. 
This is a crying 
shame, and somebody is responsible for this 
state of things. 
The keeping of taverns and 
saloons optn on Sundays leads to ruauy had 
consequences. 
The ntan who frequents the 
saloon is not likely to attend church, nor is 
he in condition to worship. 
Drunkenness 
whilst always sinful, is an aggravated crime 
when committed on Sunday. 
It is scanda­ 
lous, and leads to the violation of other laws. 
More crime cun be traced to intem perance 
than to any other source. 
It is useless to 
make the most stringent laws for the observ­ 
ance of Sunday and the prevention of the 
sale of liquors on that day, unless the police 
are brought to enforce the laws. 
The indif­ 
ference shown to Sunday laws and the neg 
lect to enforce them brings those laws into 
contempt. 
E ither enforce Sunday laws, or 
take the liquor licenses aw ay.” 


P U B L IC OPINION. 
Nine states have passed a ballot-reform 
law, but New York, held back by the dead 
weight of a Hill, is not among them.— 
E lm ira Advertiser. 
These ill winds that have been blowing the 
rheumatic half of humanity no good have 
held the budding roses in requisite suspense 
for Decoration day. 
An hour of strong May 
sunshine to-dav or to-morrow would crack 
the calyxes of ten million fragrant buds.— 
Philadelphia Record. 
The Washington correspondent of the A t­ 
lanta Constitution says that President Harri­ 
son is tired of trying to please his party or 
anybody but himself, and that he will try to 
satisfy only himself, etc. 
We do not believe 
Mr. Harrison ever said so. 
He bas bad no 
cause to say anything of the kind; his admin­ 
istration tbus far luvs given excellent satisfac­ 
tion to bis party and the independent voters 
who supported him. 
Rather are we inclined 
to believe that the paragraph was written in 
the interests of Cleveland, who does nofcare 
to pose lieforc the country as the single states­ 
man who lost the support and confidence of 
those who put him in power.—Buffalo Hexes.

T H E GRAND JU R Y . 


It is Stated That “ llie C onnection o f loo 
Man Sullivan with the M ystery w as Made 
A lm ost Absolute ” — llo w th e M urdered 
Sian w as Driven Away in a Itug g y. 


By Teleg raph tn The Freem an. 


Chicago , May 29.—Before the Grand J ury 
yesterday the connection of the ice man Sul­ 
livan with the Cronin mystery was made al­ 
most absolute. 
Carlson, Sr., 1 lie owner of the Cottage 
whore the murder was committed, testified: 
“ When the man who called himself Frank 
W illiams rented my cottage on March 20 I 
noticed that he went over to see Sullivan, the 
ice man, 
lie apparently talked familiarly 
with him. 
As the month of April ap­ 
proached, the twentieth, and the rent day was 
coming near, I began to think it strange that 
my tenant did not occupy the premises. 
I 
wanted a reliable tenant. 
Seeing tike man had 
talked with Sullivan, I stepped over and spoke 
of 
his 
queer 
conduct 
in 
not 
living 
in 
the 
house 
he 
had 
rented, 
and 
added that I felt somewhat anxious about my 
rent and the permanency of the tenant. 
‘He 
is all right,’ said the ice-man to me. 
‘He 
will pay you all right enough when the month 
is up.’” 
The chief witness was Milkman Mertes. 
He said: “ I passed the Carlson cottage, 1,812 
Ashland-avenue, on the night of the murder. 
I saw a buggy containing two men and drawn 
by a while horse drive up to the door. 
The 
uiau 
seated 
on 
the 
left —the 
horse 
was 
headed 
north—jumped 
from 
his 
seat hastily and ran up the sleps. 
He car­ 
ried two packages. 
Before he had time to 
knock at llie door it was opened, it appear­ 
ing to me that soma one was waiting inside 
the hallway. 
At the instant the man stepped 
inside the door the man in tiie buggy whipped 
up and drove rapidly north to First-street, 
when he turned west and was lost to sight. 1 
had been driving past the cottage when 1 
saw the man in the bmrgy cet out and run up 
the steps and the buggy drive away. 
After 
attending to my business at a grocery near 
bv 1 returned over the same road past the 
cottage on my way home. This was perhaps 
35 minutes later. *1 saw a light in the collage 
and heard a hammering or smashing sound.” 
Young Carlson testified : “ I was present 
when the furniture was brought to the cot­ 
tage, two days after the rental. March 22. 
Two men calling themselves \\ illiatns un­ 
loaded the truck! 
The driver remained seat­ 
ed. 
He did not handle the goods. 
I casual­ 
ly stepped up to the driver, and discovered 
that ho was a Swede. 
I spoke to him in that 
language, and he told me he had brought the 
furniture from 117 Clark-street.” 
The story 
of the men who rented the cottage, having 
formerly roomed at 117 Clark-street. where 
the furniture was taken by A. II, Revell & 
Co., is thus verified. 
The next witness was young Mrs. Carlson. 
Hire swore: “ I visited* my mother-in-law 
March 20. 
While at this home, a cottage in 
the rear of the fatal cottage, a man knocked 
at the door and entered, 
lie came from the 
back part of the premises, in the vicinity of 
Sullivan’s barn or house. 
He said he desired 
to see the cottage, which was for rent. 
Old 
Mr. Carlson took him over and showed him 
about the place. 
They returned, and the 
man said he would take the cottage, at the 
same time producing $12, the amount of the 
first month’s rent, lie gave his name as Frank 
Williams. 
While the receipt for the money 
was being piaffe out young Carlson asked 
Williams wind his business, calling or profes­ 
sion was. 
This did not suit Williams, for he 
looked sullenly at his questioner and at all of 
us, and then lowering his eyes said: ‘ l am 
employed down town.’ 
I remarked shortly 
after he left that he seemed mad at the ques­ 
tion. When he departed he did uot g o to the 
front. 
toward 
Asliland-avcnue, 
but 
started 
over 
toward 
Sullivan. 
He 
seemed 
anxious 
to 
get 
out 
of 
the 
liouse.” 
The description given by 
Mrs Carlson tallies closely with that given by 
Woodruff of the man he called King, and 
who. he said, gave him the trunk-hauling 
job. 
Mr. and Mrs. Conklin, at whose house I)r. 
Cronin boarded, were the next witnesses. 
They told how Dr. Cronin was driven away 
in a buggy with a white horse. 
There appears to he more in the story 
which Deteetiye Coughlin told about the con­ 
nection of the man whom he called Thomas 
Smith, from Houghton, .Mich., than has been 
supposed. 
The man calls himself Willard 
Smith. 
The notes of Coughlin's statement to 
Mayor C’regier were produced before the 
Grand J ury and they placed Smith in an ugly 
position. 
11 is name " Willard ” is not a bap­ 
tismal one.

C h ic a g o , Moy 29.—Before the Grand Jury 
yesterday the connection o f the ice man ¡Sul­ 
livan w ith the Cronin m ystery was made al­ 
most absolute. 
Carlson, Sr., the owner of the Cottage 
whore the murder was committed, testified: 
“ When the man who called him self Frank 
W illiam s rented m y cottage on March 20 I 
noticed that he went over to see Sullivan, the 
ice-man. 
lie apparently talked fam iliarly 
with him. 
As the month of April ap­ 
proached, the twentieth, and the rent day was 
com ing near, I began to think it strange that 
m y tenant did not occupy the premises. 
I 
wanted a reliable tenant. 
Seeing tfce man had 
talked with Sullivan, I stepped over and spoke 
of 
his 
queer 
conduct 
in 
not 
living 
in 
the 
house 
he 
had 
rented, 
und 
added that I felt somewhat anxious about m y 
rent and the permanency of the tenant. 
"He 
is all right,’ said the ice man to me. 
‘He 
will pay you all light enough when the month 
is up.’” 
The chief witness was M ilkm an Mertes. 
lie said: “ I passed the Carlson cottage, 1,812 
Ashlaud-avcnue, on the night of the murder. 
I saw a buggy containing two men and drawn 
by a white horse drive up to the door. 
1 he 
man 
seated 
on 
the 
le ft- th e 
horse 
was 
headed 
north—jum ped 
from 
his 
sent hastily and ran up the steps. 
He car­ 
ried two packages. 
Before he had tim e to 
knock at I lie door it was opened, it appear­ 
ing to me that soma one was waiting inside 
the hallway. 
A t the instant the mau stepped 
inside the (loor the mau in the buggy whipped 
up and drove rapidly north to First-street, 
when he turned west and was lost to sight. 1 
had lieen driving past the cottage when 1 
saw the man in the buggy get out and run up 
the steps and the buggy drive away. 
After 
attending to my business at a grocery near 
by I returned over the same road past the 
cottage on my way home. 
This was perhaps 
35 minutes later. 1 saw a light in the cottage 
and heard a hammering or smashing sound.” 
Young Carlson testified : "1 was present 
when the furniture was brought to the cot­ 
tage, two days after the rental. March 22. 
Tw o men calling them selves W illiam s un­ 
loaded the truck. 
The driver remained seat­ 
ed. 
He did not handle the goods. 
1 casual­ 
ly stepped up to the driver, and discovered 
that ho was a Swede. 
I spoke to him in that 
language, and he told me lie had brought the 
furniture from 117 Clark-street.” 
The story 
of the men who rented the cottage, having 
formerly roomed at 117 Clark-strect. where 
the furniture was taken by A. II, lieveil & 
Co., is thus verified. 
The next witness was young Mrs. Carlson. 
She swore: “ 1 visited my 
mother-in-law 
March 20. 
W hile at this home, a cottage in 
the rear of the fatal cottage, a man knocked 
at the door and entered, 
lie came from the 
back part of the premises, in the vicinity of 
Sullivan’s barn or house. 
He said lie desired 
to see the cottage, which was for rent. 
Old 
Mr. Carlson took him over and showed him 
about tite place. 
They returned, and the 
man said he would take the cottage, at the 
same time producing $ 12, Ihe amount of the 
first month’s rent. He gave his name as Frank 
W illiams. 
W hile the receipt for the money 
was being juade out young Carlson ask id 
W illiams what his business, calling or profes­ 
sion was. 
This did not suit W illiam s, for he 
looked sullenly at his questioner and at all of 
us, and then lowering his eyes said: ‘ l a m 
employed down tow n.’ 
1 remarked shortly 
after he left that he seemed mad at the ques­ 
tion. W hen Jie departed lie did not go to the 
front, 
toward 
Aslilaud-avcnue, 
but 
started 
over 
toward 
Sullivan. 
lie 
seemed 
anxious

house.” 
The description giver) by 
Mrs. Carlson tallies closely with that given by 
Woodruff of the man he called K ing, and 
g h o , he said, gave him the trunk-hauling 
job. 
Mr. and Mrs. Conklin, at whose house Dr. 
Cronin boarded, were the next 
witnesses. 
T hey told how Dr. Cronin was driven away 
in a buggy with a white horse. 
There appears to he 
more in the story 
which Deteetiye Coughlin told about the con­ 
nection of the man whom lie called Thom as 
Smith, from Houghton, M ich., than has been 
supposed. 
The man calls him self Willard 
Sm ith. 
The notes of Coughlin's statement to 
Mayor Cregier were produced before the 
Grand Jury and they placed Smith in an ugly 
position. 
Ilis name " W illard ” is not a bap­ 
tismal one. 
It is the one under which he 
was known in Chicago. 
He visited the 
East Chicago avenue siation to inquire for 
Coughlin. 
Coughlin and him self immediate­ 
ly 
established "intim ate 
relations. 
Smith 
really paid $3 to Coughlin as payment for 
the use of a buggy given ou Coughlin's re­ 
commendation. 
This is established by the 
testimony of the desk Sergeant at the station. 
Smith has recently been keeping company 
w ith 
a 
frolicsome 
young woman at a 
certain 
resort 
here. 
T he 
woman 
is 
an intimate friend of a Pinkerton detective. 
She has gjyen the detective some valuable 
pointers 
in 
reference 
to 
Sm ith. 
Smith 
shaved off his heavy beard the day after the 
Cronin murder. 
The barber who did the 
shaving has given testimony. 
Smith threw 
away Ids slouch hat the same day. He bou <r lit 
a new oue, that which he now wears 
The 
halter has beeu discovered, ant] can be pro 
d u ce d if 
it is 
deemed advisable. 
More 
over, the 
hostler 
at 
the 
livery 
stable 
identifies 
Smith 
as 
the 
person 
who 
droye off the white horse the evening of 
May 22. 
Smith has been rather flush re­ 
cently. He has spent m oney freely and could 
not account satisfactorily toy him self. 
He is 
on excellent terms now with the authorities. 
The States Attorney w ill not further trouble 
him untij the next Giaud Jury meets. 
A moruing paper publishes a story of the 
investigations of one of its reporters in Tor­ 
onto. 
T.he point sought to be established is 
a connection between Charles Long, the re­ 
porter who sent out dispatches alleging that 
he had seen and talked with Dr. Cronin in 
Toronto, and W. J. 
Starkey, the Chicago

The f o ll o w i n g c o m m u n ic a tio n lias been r e ­ 
ce ived by T iie F r e e m an : 
In a com m unication m ade not long since, I re­ 
m arked tha t if the bluestone team s w ere allowed to 
draw their loads over our City streets it would be 
im possible to keep the said streets in order, roller or 
uo roilw , or words to tha t effect. My observations 
In this regard has only led to a firm er conviction 
tha t unless the City authori ies shall dem and that 
the tire of the vehicle shall bear in width a proper 
relation to the load sustained, no good streets can 
be m aintained in tins City over w hich these loads 
are draw n. 
The costly pavem ent In W all-street, 
laid with so m uch care only a few years since, is 
now deeply indented with the tracks of these loads. 
This, how ever, is not a m atter of City concern 
as it is on 
the 
line of 
the tram w ay, and is 
only 
m entioned 
as 
showing 
tho 
effect of 
this 
kind 
of 
traffic. 
It 
is 
now 
being 
largely 
transferred 
over 
Union 
and 
Has 
brouck-avenues to Ponckhockie, via The Strand. 
How long can any decent streets lie m aintained 
over this route with such loads traversing them ? 
Only yesterday two loads of over seven tons passed 
this w.-ty, ju st after a soaking rain, and these streets 
tha t were, w hen im proved, assessed on the adjoin­ 
ing property, injured to a very perceptible extent. 
, Can the City afford i' ? It seem s to me tha t it can­ 
not. 
Look a t s<ime of the streets tha t have been 
assessed for their im provem ent and see the shock­ 
ing condition they present, and the answ er cannot 
be otherwise. 
Union-avenue itself w hich ccst some 
$15,000, is in m any places w crn half w ay through

and this with the utm ost care

avenue is in such conoition, what shall be said of 
other streets tha t receive no such attention. P art 
of the low er end of H asbrouck-avenue w as i he first 
street on w hich Telford was ¡aid. 
For the fl'S tte n 
years the City did nothing to keep it in repair. It 
has since, in the nine following years, m ade a few 
slight repairs. 
It is now about the worst street in 
the City. 
But still these stone team s, with four 
horses, m anage to puli their loads of from four to 
ten tons over it. The sam e is true of tha t part of 
D elaware-avenue between Union and Hasbrouck- 
avenues. Seven years ago it was im proved, and the 
expense assessed on the adjoining pro ¡» Tty. Since 
tha t tim e not a shovelful of anything like repairs 
lias been put upon it. This is in the line of the 
present bluestone travel. W hat is proposed by 
,«? Common Council to rem edy this state of thingsf 
lie idea of m any of them seem s to be tha t going to 
>e inordinate expense of purchasing a steam roller 
will bring about a reform . Their interest seem s to 
centre in top-dressing certain streets tha t have little 
travel, and buying a steam roller to pack this top- 
dressing into the sand. This m ay fill the bill for cer­ 
tain sections, but for those whose property has been 
assessed for im provem ents it does not look like ju s­ 
tice.

horses, $250 to $300 a span; cows, $40 to $60 
each. 
T hirty to 40 bushels of wheat are 
raised per acre ; seventy to 100 bushels of 
barlev; oats, 70 to 85 bushels per acre. 
One 
year he threshed barley that yielded 100 
bushels to the acre. 
Potaloes are raised that 
weigh three pounds apiece. 
Two Rondout 
young men are at this place. 
W hen Dennis 
first settled at Steptoe there were only three 
settlers w ithin a territory of two miles. Now 
there are “ lots of neighbors.” 
Land that 
could then be bought for $4.50 per acre is 
now held at $30 per acre.

If this 
avenue is in such condition, w hat shall be said of 
other streets th a t receive no such attention. P art 
of the lower end of Hasbrouck-avenue was i be first 
street on which Telford was ¡aid. For th e fl's tte n 
years the City did nothing to keep it in repair. It 
has since, in the nine following years, m ade a few 
slight repairs. It is now about the worst street in 
the City. 
But slid these stone teams, wiih four 
horses, m anage to pull their loads of from four to 
ten tons over it. The sam e is true of th at part of 
Delaware-avenue between Union and Hasbrouck- 
avenues. Seven years ago it was improved, and the 
expense assessed on the adjoining property. Since 
th at tim e not a shovelful of anything like repairs 
lias been put upon it. This is in the line or the 
present bluestone travel. W hat is proposed by 
o Common Council to rem edy this state of things! 
idea of many of them seem s to be th at going to 
uordinate expense of purchasing a steam roller 
will bring about a reform . Their interest seem s to 
centre in top-dressing certain streets that have little 
travel, and buying a steam roller to pack this top- 
dressing into the sand. This m ay fill the bill for cer­ 
tain sections, but for those whose property has been 
assessed for im provem ents it does not look like jus 
tice.

He says that wheat is sold for 
from 50 to 80 cents a bushel; barley, 80 to 95 
cents per 100 pounds; oats, one and one-half 
cents per pound; eggs, 30 cents a dozen 
horses, $250 to $300 a span; cows, $40 to $60 
each. 
Thirty to 40 bushels of wheat arc 
raised per acre ; seventy to 100 bushels of 
barley; oats, 70 to 85 bushels per acre. 
One 
year he threshed barley that yielded 100 
bushels to the acre. 
Potatoes are raised that 
weigh three pounds apiece. 
Two Rondout 
young men are at this place. 
When Dennis 
first settled at Steptoe there were only three 
settlers within a territory of two miles. Now 
there are “ lots of neighbors.” Land that 
could then lie bought for $4.50 per acre is 
now held at $30 per acre.
